REFUSAL TO ALLOW THE FRENTE TO CHARTER A CMAPAIGN TRAIN AND 
IMPEDIMENTS TO CHARTERING AIRCRAFT, THE CAMPAIGN OF DEFAMATION 
AGAINST THE FRENTE CARRIED OUT BY THE GOVT BEHIND THE MASK OF A 
COMMITTEE FOR THE DEFENSE OF THE REPUBLIC, AND THE ADDITION 
OF NAMES OF DECEASED VOTERS TO THE LISTS. CAMPORA CONCLUDED 
THAT THIS WAS HARDLY THE CLEAN ELECTORAL PROCESS WHICH HAD BEEN 
PROMISED BUT THAT THESE EFFORTS ON THE GOVTS PART WOULD BE MASSIVELY 
REPUDIATED AT THE VOTING URNS. 

3. CAMPORA MIGHT WELL HAVE COMP ALINED OF LANUSSE' S SPEECH FRIDAY 
MIDNIGHT WHICH WAS NOT THE BIPARTISAN MESSAGE THE CIRCUMSTANCES 
INDICATED. LANUSSE DID, ON THE ONE HAND REAFFIRM THAT THE ELECTIONS 
WOULD BE HONEST AND THAT POWER WOULD BE TURNED OVER TO WHOMEVER WON; 
ON 

THE OTHER, HOWEVER, HE INDULGED IN A SCARCELY CONCEALED APPEAL NOT 
TO VOTE FOR THE FRENTE. ARGENTINES NOW HAD THE 

OPPORTUNITY TO ELECT A FREE DEMOCRATIC GOVT WHICH WOULD RESPECT 
CONSTITUTION, HE SAID, OR THEY COULD CHOOSE THE OTHER PATH AND 
SUBJECT THE REPUBLIC TO ANARCHY, CORRUPTION, FALSE MESSIANIC 
APPEALS AND TO THE TYRANNY OF ONE MAN' S WILL. 

4. NOR WERE CAMPORA’ S SIXTEEN POINTS WITHOUT SUBSTANCE. THE 
GOVT HAS WITHOUT DOUBT RESORTED TO EXTRAORDINARY MESAURES IN ITS 
EFFORTS TO IMPEDE THE FRENTE' S CAMPAIGN. ESSENTIALLY, HOWEVER, 

THESE HAVE BEEN HARASSING TACTICS AIMED AT SWAYING PUBLIC OPINION 
AGAINST THE PERONISTS. MOST HAVE BEEN CLUMSY AND MAY HAVE HAD 
THE EFFECT OPPOSITE TO THAT INTENDED. IN ANY EVENT, NOW THAT 
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ELECTION DAY HAS ARRIVED, ONLY MASSIVE FRAUD CAN CHANGE THE 
OUTCOME. THE EMBASSY DOES NOT BELIEVE THIS IS FEASIBLE OR LIKELY. 

EACH PARTY HAS ITS OWN WARDENS AT THE POLLS TO GUARD AGAINST FRAUD. 
MOREOVER, IN OUR JUDGEMENT, WHILE THE GOVT HAS HARASSED THE FRENTE, 
IT PROBABLY INTENDS TO CONDUCT AN HONEST VOTE COUNT. CERTAINLY 
THERE HAS BEEN NO EVIDENCE OF SIGNIFICANT IRREGULARITIES DURING THE 
DAY. WITH THE EXCEPTION OF ONE REPORTED ASSAULT ON A POLLING BOOTH 
IN CORDOBA AND A SHOOTING INCIDENT IN BAHIA BLANCA, THE 
ATMOSPHERE THROUGHOUT THE COUNTRY HAS BEEN EXTRAORDINARILY CLAM. 
THE VOTER TURNOUT AIDED BY BEAUTIFUL WEATHER, APPEARS TO HAVE BEEN

LARGE. SEVERAL OBSERVERS HAVE PREDICTED THAT THIRTEEN MILLION OR

FRENTE JUSTICIALISTA VOTING WARDENS WITH WHOM EMBASSY HAS BEEN IN 
CONTACT DURING DAY SO FAR HAVE PRONOUNCED THEMSELVES SATISFIED WITH 
HONESTY AND CORRECTNESS OF PROCEDURES - THOUGH THERE HAVE BEEN SOME 
SCATTERED REPORTS OF COMPLAINTS FROM OTHER PARTS OF COUNTRY. 

5. ALL POLLS HAVE NOW CLOSED AND VOTE COUNT IS BEGINNING. 

ARGENTINES ARE AT THIS POINT CONGRATULATING THEMSELVES ON 
EXEMPLARY CONDUCT WHILE CASTING THEIR BALLOTS AND ARE SITTING 
BACK TO WATCH RESULTS.
